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Exports to China are beginning to resume their 
normal proportions. The July figures of the treasury 
bureau of statistics show the total exports to China 
from the United States as $2,622,475, against $1,349,697 
in July, 1900. In the seven months ending with July, 
1901, the total exports to China are $9,703,787, against 
$9,100,321 in the corresponding seven months of the 
preceding fiscal year. Taking the exports to the British 
and Russian possessions in China also, the total for the 
seven months is $10,090,816, as against $9,294,930 in 
the corresponding period of last year. Our exports to 
China in July, 1901, are larger than in any preceding 
July, a fact which seems to indicate that the commercial 
relations with China are not likely to permanently suffer 
as a result of the events of the past year. 








Exports from the United States to Porto Rico 
and the Philippines continue to increase rapidly; to 
Cuba they are decreasing, notwithstanding the fact that 
the imports from Cuba are rapidly increasing. Our 
domestic exports to Porto Rico in the seven months end- 
ing with July, 1901, were $4,399,326, against $3,107,- 
248in the corresponding months of last year, an increase 
of 40 per cent. To the Philippines our domestic ex- 
ports in the seven months ending with July, 1901, were 
$2,023,137, against $1,592,030 in the corresponding 
months of 1900, an increase of over 25 per cent. To 
Cuba, our domestic exports in the seven months ending 
with July, 1901, were $13,821,751, against $14,870,940 
in the same months of 1900, a decrease of % per cent. 
Our imports from Cuba in the same period of 1901 
were $36,829,630, against $24,767,654 in the corre- 
sponding months of last year, an increase in imports of 
about 50 per cent. From Porto Rico our imports in 
the seven months ending with July, 1901, were $5,- 
111,903, against $3,084,018 in the corresponding period 
of 1900, an increase of 65 per cent. Regarding the com- 
merce with Hawaii, no definite statistics from our own 
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reports can be had, owing to the fact that the shippers 
refuse to give information regarding their commecce 
with the Hawaiian Islands, which are now a custom dis- 
trict of the United States, and therefore not subject to 
the law which requires statements of exports to, and 
imports from foreign countries to be furnished to the 
Bureau of Statistics. 








THE entire nation is sorrowing in the speedy turn 
for the worse in the condition of its honored and re- 
spected President, who was struck down so recently 
by the dastardly hand of an Anarchistic assassin.

the free, but we should in unmistakable terms make 
it manifest, once for all, that hereafter there is not 
to be the slightest tolerance of any political or eco- 
nomic creed that with incendiary zeal stirs up stag- 
nant homicidal instincts and acknowledges the assas- 
sin as a potent instrument in iés infamous propaganda. 








ONE of the great secrets of the success of Amer- 
ican manufacturers is their specialization. The aver- 
age British manufacturer turns out implements and 
machines of varied types, oftentimes “just a few” of 
this machine and that. He introduces a new pattern 
and alters existing machinery in order to cope with 
the demand which he is experiencing. In this way he 
is handicapped, and the limited number he is able tu 
produce with his limited plant and machinery is not 
sufficient to yield him profitable returns, or to warrant 
any great expenditure on production. In America they 
do things differently. When a manufacturer has got 
hold of a good thing he floats;a huge undertaking; he 
builds workshops, and puts down a special plant of 
just the right type to enable him to turn out large 
quantities of implements or machines at a minimum 
cost. He is content to make, say, binders and mowers 
only, and to concentrate all his energies on these ; know- 
ing that with the whole world open to him he can sell 
all he can make provided that the goods and price 
are right. Machines turned out in tens of thousands in 
works where thousands of men are employed can be 
produced more economically, material purchased 
cheaper and management expenses made lighter than 
the competitor who runs ‘a mixed business and sells 
smaller quantities. British manufacturers have not all 
the facilities for centralization and specialization pos- 
sessed by their American competitors, but they can 
follow on their lines, and in many instances take a leaf 
out of their books, and so make some of their spe- 
cialties pay better than they do at present, even if they 
do not come up to the standard of their trans-Atlantic 
competitors. 
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RANDOM SKETCHES. 





BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 





THERE is a certain relationship between good cook- 
ery and good conduct. The odors one whiffs from the 
rear of dingy tenements alike tell ghastly tales of 
burned cabbage, of stews and “messes” in which meats 
and vegetables are boiled up together, each losing its 
individual flavor, and the whole turned out in a greasy, 
sodden mass; of coffee and tea that have been boiled 
“to death,” of fish that have seen better days and have 
since been smoked and salted. In summer, when soggy, 
greasy foods create disgust, when one longs for fruit and 
vegetables daintly cooked and lightly served, for far- 
inaceous foods, and milk, and cooling salads, there are 
still the dreadful pans of stew, the melting “chunks” of 
pork, the fat, sticky sides of meat that have overstayed 
their time in the butcher shop, and are, therefore, sold 
at a bargain. How do people who fare on such a diet 
keep their health? They would not, except for constant 
exercise and eager appetites. It is not imagined that 
the slums could be reformed by costly dinners, but it is 
certain that cheer and content are facilitated by good 
eating, and that without good eating there is sure to be 
sourness and disaffection. Hence the missionary has a 
field in our cities in teaching wives and daughters how 
to make life more tolerable for the ill-fed and often dis- 
couraged. They will bring new joys into the lives of 
the humble, if they act on these teachings, and the 
result of their work will be seen, not merely in in- 


creased health and content, but in the lifting of morals. 
* * * 


THE action of alcohol on man is the subject of a 
most voluminous literature. Every well equipped tem- 
perance lecturer takes along a “horrible example” with 
him and points to the rubescent olfactory organ, flushed 
cheek and bleary eye as effects of alcoholic action. Pick 
up a whisky advertisement and you will see a group of 
well-preserved gentlemen imbibing Old Horsehoof, Old 
Raven, Alaska Association or some other popular brand 
of the “good old stuff.” The inference is that these 
gentlemen owe their stalwart and graceful carriage, 
substantial figure and healthy appearance to their pota- 
tions of the brand of booze whose trade mark glares at 
you right over their heads. Quite recently some in- 
genious savant has rigged up a contrivance of electrical 
cogs and has tabulated statistics showing the effect 
of alcohol on various muscular and mental actions. 
While countless reformers and distillers have been tell- 
ing us about the action of alcohol on man, it has re- 
mained for Dr. Malmejac, a Polish scholar, to study the 
effect of alcohol on metals. A long contact with alco- 
hol gives lead a bad case of jim-jams. Tin can stand 
a liberal amount of alcoholic contact, while copper can 
punish alcohol all night. Dr. Malmejac in some recent 
experiments used 95 per cent alcohol, which left no resi- 
due on evaporation. The metals, copper, iron, tin, 
lead, zinc, and galvanized iron—were corked up with 
alcohol in glass flasks and kept at ordinary temperatures 
for six months. The copper was entirely unacted upon, 
but in all the other flasks there was a deposit on the 
bottom, and the metal was covered with a similar de- 
posit. In the case of tin, lead, zinc, and galvanized 
iron the deposit was white; that from iron was red, re- 
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sembling iron rust. All of the liquids, except that in 
which the lead had been placed, filtered clear; the lat- 
ter retained its milky appearance after repeated filter- 
ings through double filters. The clear filtrates from 
iron, lead, zinc and galvanized iron gave much resi- 
due on evaporation, while the residue from tin was 
hardly appreciable. In the, former cases it is clear that 
not only had the metal been oxidized, but a considerable 
quantity had entered into the solution. These ex- 
periments have an important bearing on the stor- 
ing and shipping of alcohol, as absolute alcohol is gen- 
erallly purchased in galvanized iron cans, so that it 
ought to require redistillation. 

* * * 

CHURLISHNEsS is not a typical trait of English 
business houses, nor are all Americans characterized by 
a painstaking urbanity. The following international 
exchange of letters should be taken, therefore, as a 
mere narration of a specific instance rather than as hav- 
ing a genuine interest. A business man in this town 
recently had occasion to communicate with a business 
man in one of the northern cities of the United King- 
dom. The reply the New Yorker received was written 
on the back of a postal card, and was as follows: 

Dear Sm: I received a letter from you today addressed 


to me and'I had to pay 8d for it. The next time this happens 
I will refuse to take it, and it can be returned to you. 











, August I, Igor. 
The rejoinder of the New York business man was 
thus politely expressed : 

Dear Sir: I am in receipt of your favor of the Ist, 
stating that you received a letter from me and had to pay 
8d on it, and that the next time this happens you will refuse 
to take the letter. 

I hope you will excuse me if I tell you that you should 
not have written me in this way. Under the system that is 
generally employed in this country we never see a letter after 
we sign it; sometimes not after we dictate it. The letters 
are sealed and mailed by an office boy, and the attitude that 
you would take would possibly result in returning a letter 
which might contain an order or a business communication 
of mutual importance, all because the office boy was not 
careful to weigh the letter before it was sent out. 

It is very amusing to us in America to run across these 
examples of primitive business methods. A little while ago 
I sent an order to a business house in France. The order 
amounted to something like $200 in American money. It 
happened that this was short paid in postage, on account of 
an enclosure. The enterprising Frenchman refused the letter 
on account of the centimes due, and the order was never 
sent to him again. 

We are not surprised at such things happening in a 
country where they charge you for candles, but we are sur- 
prised to have it coming from a cousin country like England. 

I don’t want to make you angry by this scolding, but 
want to show you how ridiculous it is when doing business 
over such long distances to let red tape or English pence 
interfere with the quick despatch of business. Your own 
postal is an example of this possible carelessness on the 
part of a subordinate, as it reached me “due 2 cents,” and 
I can hardly think you intentionally sent me the card with 
this short postage. Yours truly,

COFFEE POT LIP. 








TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
I submit the following pattern for a coffee pot lip: 


Fig. 1 represents coffee pot and lip. A B C is 
size of lip required, D E is width of lip at top, F L 
s equal tt A B G L—B ©. 

Fig. 2. Draw lines X Y and M N at right angles, 
span divider’s distance F E or F D, Fig. 1, and mark 


points D and E with one leg of dividers at E or D 
span until the other leg intersects line X Y at C. 

Then take distance C A, Fig. 1 and from C, Fig. 
2, span to A on line X Y. Draw line D A and 
through its center draw at right angles line K O and 
extend until it intersects line X Y at O. 

Span dividers D O, and with O as center strike 
are D A E. Make line C 1 at right angles to X Y 
and about 14” long. Draw 1 E and through its center 
at right-angles draw G L. 

Now, on Fig. 1, draw line H I through the center 
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of line G L and strike a circle with a diameter equal 
to H I, which is Fig. 3. 

Then space dividers R S, Fig. 1, and space R S 
on Fig. 5; draw line R 8, Fig. 3, and through its 
center at right-angles draw U V. Span dividers U V 
and from the intersection of lines 1 E and G L, Fig. 
2, space V U. Draw line U E and through its center 
at right angles draw S R until it intersects lines G 
L at R. 

Now with R as center and U R as radii strike 
arc I U E, and with the same radii connect D and H 
and you have a correct pattern. If you like you can 
strike semi-circle at H I with C as center.

500,000 square feet. Merchant & Co. say they stood 
ready to fulfill their part of the contract, but the com- 
pany refused to let them deliver the goods.

Today there are 629 universities and colleges and 





{3 schools of technology in the United States. T 
total-value of the property possessed by institutions f 
higher education amounts to $342,858,361, a gain 
one year of $31,000,000. The endowment fu 
amounts to $154,120,590. The total income for the 
year 1899-1900, benefactions excluded, amounted--t 
$27,739,154. The value. of gifts and bequests during 
the year 1898-99 amounted to $21,925,436. .Some $2,- 
500 is invested for each student who is now enjoying 
the advantages of any of the institutions of learning. 
Classical courses claim the greater number of students 
—35,595 out of 147,164—while 21,860 were taking gen- 
eral culture courses, 9,858 general science courses, 2,59°5 
instruction in agriculture, 4,376 in mechanical engi- 
neering, 2,550 in civil engineering, and 2,320 in elec- 
trical engineering, 1,032 students were studying min- 
ing engineering, 627 architecture, 9,501 pedagogy, and 
6,698 were taking business courses. The number of de- 
grees conferred during 1899-1900 for work done was 
15,087—10,794 on men and 4,293 on women. Thirty- 
eight different varieties of degrées were conferred, and 
in some cases only one candidate received a degree— 
musical doctor, for example ; 735 honorary degrees wer 
conferred. In 1872 the number of students to each 1,- 
000,000 of population was 573; in 1880 it had increase 
to 770, in 1890 to 850, in 1893 to 1,037, while in 189 
the number was 1,196.—Scientific American.

WATERPROOF BLUEPRINTS. 





Those who have experienced the annoyance of hav- 
ing blueprints discglored and blurred by rain, droppers 
in mines, and moisture in general, will appreciate a 
simple and inexpensive method of waterproofing the 
prints which renders them completely impervious to 
weather and water. The waterproofing medium is re- 
fined paraffin, and may be applied by immersing the 
print in the melted wax, or more conveniently as ‘ys 
lows: Immerse in melted paraffin until saturated : 
number of pieces of an absorbent cloth a foot or more 
square, and when withdrawn and cooled they are ready 
for use at any time. To apply to a blueprint, spread 


one of the saturated cloths on a smooth sur- 
face, place the dry print on it with a sec- 
ond waxed cloth on top, and iron with a 


moderately hot flat-iron. The paper immediately ab- 
sorbs paraffin until saturated and becomes translucent 
and highly waterproofed. The lines of the print are 
intensified by the process, and there is no shrinking or 
distortion. As the wax is withdrawn from the cloths, 
morecan beadded by melting small pieces directly under 
the hot iron. By immersing the print in a bath of 
melted paraffin the process is hastened, but the ironing 
is necessary to remove the surplus wax from the surface, 
unless the paper is to be directly exposed to the weather 
and not to be handled) The irons can be heated in most 


offices by gas or over a lamp, and a supply of saturated 
cloths obviates the necessity of the bath. 

This process which was originally applied to blue 
prints to be carried by the engineer corps in wet mines, 
is equally applicable to any kind of paper, and is con- 
venient for water-proofing typewritten or other notices 
to be posted up and exposed to the weather.—Mines and 
Minerals. 


HARDENING STEEL. 


The following is a process much employed in 
Switzerland for hardening steel intended to be used 
for tools: Mix well together four parts of resin and 
two parts of whale oil in an appropriate receptacle, and 
add one part of hot tallow. Immerse in this mass the 
articles to be hardened, having previously reduced them 
to a cherry-red heat, and leave them in the solution 
until they become completely cold. They are after- 
wards subjected to a temperate fire in the ordinary 
wav. If bars hardenéd in this manner are broken it 
will be found the hardness is deeper and more equal 
than with any other process, and that the steel is less 
brittle. 

The trenchant cutting of implements manufac- 
tured with this steel presents a remarkable fineness and 
hardness.—Engineer and Tron Trades Advertiser.

In St. Louis the 
market was firm at 4.27'%4c bid for soft Missouri and 
1.35¢ to 4.40¢ quoted for chemical. The English mar- 
ket was still advancing, soft Spanish at £12 1s 3d _be- 
ing 1s 3d higher than on the preceding day, while soft

IRON AND STEEL. 

Pig iron continues quiet but steady. Finished ma 
terial is still in urgent demand. The call for struc- 
tural shapes is enormous. In old materials the disposi- 
tion is to wait developments, buyers and sellers alike be- 
ing content to do as little business as possible for the 
moment. There is no apparent change in old steel rails. 
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Report. 


The stock offering for sale in this part of the country 
is very light. During the early part of the week a sale 
was reported of about 300 tons heav) section tees, as 
taken from the track, and strictly scrap rails, at a price 
said to be equa! to $15.50 gross ton delivered f. o. b. 
cars Jersey City. <A lot of about 500 tons, same sec- 
tién, and said to contain more or less relaying rails is 
being offered for sale by a railroad in this vicinity. 
No decision has been made upon the bids received. De- 
mand for old steel rails is good for all sections, with 
heavy section tees receiving the most attention. Bids 
are being requested for several small lots, some of 
which are less than 100 tons. In No. 1 wrought scrap 
there is no change in the situation. Holder’s views as 
to price, in the majority of cases, are above the ideas of 
uuyers, and in consequence the business doing is small. 


This refers more particularly to lots in dealers’ hands. 


SHEETS. 

Large buyers with heavy unfilled contracts report 
that they are receiving less than half of the quantity of 
sheets due them. This shows how much business is be- 
ing restricted by the strike in the sheet mills. The 
quantity received from the mills is so small that the 
consuming trade is constantly kept in a state of aggra- 
vation. Jobbers are unable to accumulate their usual 
assortment of sizes and prices depend on the disposition 
of the seller or the character of the buyer. Black sheets 
may be quoted at 4c to 4.25c for No. 27, but it is im- 
possible to secure some sizes at any figure. Galvanized 
sheets are quotable at 60 and 5 to 65, but it is also ex 


tremely difficult to get some s1Zes. 


MERCHANT PIPE. 

Although the demand is quite heavy, buyers appear 
to be less urgent than some time since. They are prob- 
ably influenced by the expectation that the pipe mills 
will shortly be in operation and that the supply wi!l 
then be increased. Stocks are so small that the de- 
mand is still in excess of the supply and consequently 
prices are arbitrary. One of the largest jobbers is find- 
ing no difficulty in selling his stock of black pipe at

MERCHANT STEEL. 

The leading manufacturers of merchant steel re 
port their mills crowded with orders. They are notify 
ing the trade that it will be impossible for them to 
promise deliveries on standard material under three o1 
four months. The market is consequently exceeding] 
firm with a possibility of higher prices rather than an\ 
concessions. Mill shipments, Chicago, are quoted as 
follows: Smooth finished machinery steel, 2c to 2.10c;
